St. Paul, Sept. 13.—The Great North­ 
ern

which left St. Paul Tuesday morning 
for Seattle, was held up seven miles 
west 
of 
Rexford, 
Mont., 
by 
two 
bandits and the mail 
car robbed of 
seven bags cf registered letters. 
Ad­ 
vices to this effect were received at 
the 
Great N orthern 
general offices 
bere. 
The details of the robbery are 
somewhat, meager, giving little infor­ 
mation beyond the fact that two rob­ 
bers held up the train and that seven 
bags 
containing 
registered 
letters 
were taken. 
According to the reports received by 
General Manager Ward the robbers, 
who had been riding between the mail 
car 
and 
the tender 
of the 
engine, 
climbed over the tender at a lonely 
spot about seven milos west of Rex­ 
ford. Mont. 
They 
ordered 
the fire­ 
man and engineer to leave the train 
and then looted the mall car. 
The fireman was sent back through 
the train 
to tell the mall 
clerk and 
express messenger to go into the pas­ 
senger coaches. 
With the coast clear 
the 
robbers entered 
the mall 
car, 
keeping up a constant fusillade to ter­ 
rify the passengers and prevent any 
interruption.

The place where the train was held 
up is a particularly lonely spot and it 
Is believed the robbers knew it well. 
It is thought they boarded the train 
at Rexford 
and detectives 
are now 
pursuing Investigations along this line. 
As soon as the news of the robbery 
was sent along the line posses were 
sent out from Rexford and other towns 
In the neighborhood and the moun­ 
tains and w’oods are now’ being scoured 
by the posses in the search.

said that tile suspension at the Butte 
mines will throw 10,000 men out of 
work.

has had difficulty

The 
Amalgamated 
Copper company along with other cop 
per companies has been piling up a 
large surplus of copper 
for several 
months 
and 
it 
is 
authoritatively 
stated that thoro is a surplus of 250,- 
000,000 pounds of refined copper in 
the United States. 
The present situa­ 
tion has developed from the seeming 
inability c»f the producer and consumer 
to reach a price for the metal that 
would prove satisfactory. 
The selling 
price of copper has boyn steadily re­ 
duced in tho copper m arkets of the 
world, but the consumer 
has stead­ 
fastly declined 
to purchase 
except 
when needs were pressing. 
The offi­ 
cial price for copper has been lowered 
from 25 cents to 18 cents a pound by 
the 
United 
States Metals 
Selling 
company. 


Cut the Price of Copper.

Allied 
Franco-Spanish 
A r m y 
Attacks 


C a m p of the Enemy. 
Casa Blanca. Sept. 13.—The allied 
Franco-Spanish army has made a sud­ 
den and successful move on Taddert, 
where th e 
Moors were massed 
in 
force. 
The camp of the latter was 
destroyed by bombardment and the 
enemy was put to flight, leaving man} 
dead o u t l i e field. 
The French lost 
one man killed and six men wounded. 
The attack was carefully planned 
and was based largely on the obser­ 
vations of the Moors’ position from 
the military balloon. The allied army, 
which was divided into two columns, 
left the camp ut 6 o’clock in the m orn­ 
ing, leaving several companies of in­ 
fantry to defend the base at Casa 
Blanca. 
The 
march was 
skilfully 
carried out under the cover of a fog 
until half way to Taddert, when the 
fog lifted and disclosed several large 
hands of the enemy. 
The allies then 
charged at the [joint of the bayonet, 
and although the Moors resisted with 
their old 
time courage 
they were 
finally compelled to retreat in the 
face of a superior force and both of 
the columns of allied troops advanced 
on Taddert. 
After the bombardment of that place 
by the French artillery as well as by 
the guns of the French cruiser Oloire, 
which fired seventy-five shells, the a1 
lied lnfantr> advanced on the Moorish 
tamp, where the enemy was making 
a last. desperate stand 
A short en­ 
gagement followed and th*- Moors fled 
in wild disorder, pursued for several 
miles by tho irregular Algerian cav­ 
alry In the French service. The Moor­ 
ish. camp was completely destroyed.

That Injunction 


E ditors D i s p a t c h: - ! have read in 
two or three newspapers recently that 
Judge 
McClenahan decided, 
in the 
I O’Brien suit against the city, that the 
city council may spend the amount of 
taxes levied for any one fiscal year re­ 
gardless of the outstanding indebted­ 
ness for previous 
years. 
Somebody 
seems to be quite anxious to turn the 
attention of the public aside from the 
real purpose of the suit, and the issues 
involved, as well as the written decison 
of the judge on file. 
The point refer­ 
red to was not the object, purpose or 
design of the suit. 
It was a collateral 
matter, a side issue, attempted to be 
sprung into the case by the city attor­ 
ney at the hearing. 
We did say then 
and we say now, that a portion of the 
old indebtedness of the city should be 
included in the present fiscal 
statement for a tax levy. 
But that is 
neither here or there. 
The real ques­ 
tion in the case was whether the city 
had a right legally to purchase the road 
roller. 
We alleged facts showing that 
the city had no such right, and the 
court held that, on our complaint, 
were correct, and accordingly restrained 
them from making the purchase. 
That 
is all we wanted. 
And it was just 
what a great many other tax payers 
wanted to know. 
At the time of bring­ 
ing the suit, the city had $42,000 of 
illegal orders outstanding, and, if the 
practice then being pursued was to be , 
continued, some of these orders would 
be paid out of the current fund of the 
present year, and hence to the extent 
of such payment at least, the indebted­ 
ness of former years would have to be 
included in the current expenses of 
this fiscal year; and if so paid, then the 
city had exceded its limit, just as we 
contend it had done. 
But this, too, is 
somewhat of a side issue. 
The main, 
and with us the only, vital thing about 
the matter is that the city has no legal 
right to purchase the road roller, and 
the judge evidently so thought when he 
granted the injunction. 
Anyhow, 
if 
the' practice of issuing illegal orders 
was to be kept up, and if the same were 
to be paid without making any distinc­ 
tion between them and legal or current 
orders, and if this practice is illegal, 
we wanted to know it. 
We believed 
we were right, that the council had no 
right to purchase the roller, and we 
got a decision sustaining us, and that 
is all we wanted, atter what happened 
pending the hearing of the motion. At 
the time of the hearing things had 
somewhat 
changed. 
There was 
no 
money in the treasury with which to 
pay for the roller, and arrangements 
were being made to take care of the 
outstanding illegal orders. 
So we dis­ 
missed the case. 
Let the council go 
ahead now and do as they think best. 
We concede that the council has the 
legal right to spend about $26,000 this 
year. 
We say that it has all been 
spent; but if it has not been spent, let 
them pay $2,000 or $3,000 out for the 
roller. 
It will be soon gone anyhow. 
Whatever is done, one thing is certain, 
that if any illegal orders are hereafter 
issued they will not be paid. 
And 
whether those orders outstanding are 
paid by the issuance of the proposed 
certificates depends upon the risk that 
the city treasurer is willing to assume.

extra butter taken out of the cream 
would pay for the thermometer in a few 
churnings. 
Don’t you remember the 
rich buttermilk we used to g e t—that 
was because the butter was not all 
taken out of it. 
It was good but it 
was really expensive b e c a u s e the profits 
of the cows were going into it.

Many stories were alw ays curren t 
about the late R ich ard Mansfield, the 
fam ous actor, during his lifetime, but 
m any th at 
were 
never told 
lief ore 
were repented recently by men who 
knew’ bim and who wished to pay 
their tribute to his mem ory, say* the 
New York H erald. W hile nil the world 
hod heard of his quick tem per, few’ 
knew* of ills deeds of charity, and he 
possessed m any Interesting peculiari­ 
ties aud eccentricities th a t were not 
generally 
discussed 
until 
after 
bis 
death. 
Smell things w ould irritate him be­ 
yond all reason, and he had a w ay of 
discharging m em bers of bls company 
on very trivial grounds and of paying 
no attention 
usually 
w hen lie saw 
them about afterw ard. W hen he w as 
dealing in 
theaters 
w ith employees 
over whom lie had no direct control lie 
adopted the sam e arb itra ry m anner 
and usually with the sam e result. 
Since the construction of the New 
A m sterdam th e a te r lie bad never a p ­ 
peared elsew here la New York. 
The 
men who w orked iii the house w ere in­ 
structed th a t lf 
Mr. 
Mansfield told 
them they w ere discharged they should 
say nothing In reply an d th a t they 
were discharged 
for the m om ent—and 
should leave an d then retu rn to their 
posts as soon as he w as out of the 
way. Ile discharged various men there, 
w ithout authority, of course, Including 
the carpenter and the electrician. 
W hen he first appeared in the th e a ­ 
ter he had a dressing room some dis­ 
tance above the stage, which he had to 
reach by an elevator.
